and in alluding cnrsorily to the ap^ 
pbiliitmeiit cf the Earl of Carnarvon 
to the Secretaryship for the Colonics, 
•wo furnished an extract from tlic 
Spectator, eulogising tho ability, into- 
- grit; and fitnoBd of that nobleman for 
f vtbe ofSoe. It is, of course, not to be 
' ezpdoted that there will be found no 
diflidrenoe«of opinion, either as to the 
man or the vrisdom of ^ tbo appoint- 
'ment. Iiord Carnarvon', though ho is 
not an J pntried . man, haying scrvod 
n'nder the previous Tory Administia^ 
tion, ' is - but ' little ' known us ii 
Htatesman, and has yet his mark to 
' maW; but if suffioient time be alio wed 
. him, the prevailing opinion in well 
informed circles seems to be, that lie 
' Vrili make it. The public character 
an^ reputation ,of the man who at the 
present. eventful and important epoch 
, in the history of our drooping young 
' 'Coloriyj presides over our destinies, 
and by a tew strokes of his pen may 
: either open the way to the perhianont 
prosperity a id contentment of our 
people, or drive them headlong to 
beggary and ruin, forms a subject ol' 
no trifling interest or inoinont, and il 
will not bo deemed out of plaoo, thoro. 
fore, if we take another glunco at the 
portraiture of tho noble Jvarl, pro~ 
senting both sides of tlio picture. 
Among all tho leading Englisii jour- 
nals which tho last mail brings us, 
although tbo majority ol thom have 
little to say of this appointment, there 
is but one, tho Daily Telegraph, that 
does not speak favorably of Lord 
Derby's selection. Hero is tho por- 
trait it paints: "It is reported — but 
we can hardly believe it — that tho 
Colonial Secretary will Uo Lord Car- 
narvoD. Hie Lordship is one of those 
meek young noblomon who indulge in 
a mild flirtation with statistics, and 
who play at politics as their sisters 
. play at croquet. IIo has soino pretty 
little • viows ' — weak and washy 
water-color skolchos of prison disci- 
pline, education, and other ' sjcial 
subjects.' Jie is lond of giving lec- 
tures, which are very much applauded 
at tbo time of their delivery; but ho is 
indiscreet enough to publish them 
afterwards, and they are of a kind 
which is wearisome to tho soul of man. 
Thin tapioca thickonod with troaolo is 
probably innocuous, but it is scarcely 
nourisbing. Lord Carnarvon is a sort 
of patrician pump running with milk 
and water. Ho has that kind of 
amiably insipid gari-ulity which is 
sometimes not disagreeable in a pretty 
girl, but which noods particularly rosy 
lips and o.xcoodingly bright eyes to 
give it any charm. Ho would bo in- 
valuable as a malo secretary to a Dori 
cas society; hn shines with a suit and 
monny lustre at quarter sessions and 
at kottlo-druras; but in the heat, and 
crowd, and stress cf practical politics, 
whore boarded mon arc strugi^'ling {ov 
mastery, we stiould iinagiiio that his 
neok-tio is likely to got out of order, 
and that somo heavy plebeian heels 
will tread rather roughly on his deli- 
cately varnished boots. 1'liere are 
certain facts and personages, which il 
is impossible to bracket toircilu.'r with- 
outexcitinga bciimo (jf whiinsical in- 
congruity; and, 'not to i)ut iiio line a 
point upon it,' Lord Gari.arvoii and 
the Colonial Empire oC <.i iwii Biituiii 
•vrcro scarcely made lor each other." 
As a pasquinade this litUo inoiiioir 
may ozcite out laughter, and it [jioha- 
bly caused the object of attack- to 
wince under its galling satire, but tho 
weight of testimony is decidedly 
against the charge of insipid iiic()in|)e. 
tenny preferred by the Tclci/i\ij>h. 
The Spectator, an authority that all 
moderate liberals will receive before 
the one juat quoted, tells us that he 
will make a better Colonial Secroiary 
than Mr Cardwell, that be is an in- 
dustrious, painstaking offiuor, ol uni- 
form good sense, who oschow.s tiie 
nonsensical rod-tapjsin so consjiicuouM 
in his predecessor, and tiiat ho jius- 
Sesaes that highly essential (luuiity 
in a statesman — a dooidod will ui his 
own. The Standard, answering the 
Telegraph, thas defends the appoint- 
ment : " Tho Earl of Carnarvon's api 
pointmont to tho Colonies can bo at- 
tBOkod only by tbo grossest ignorance 
or the most unsorupaloua malice. The 
career of the- noble lord has shown iar 
more than the average abilities which 
we are aooustomed. to expect in tho 
moat prominent of our publio men, 
•nd'tbere nre few' siibjobts that' lie has 
tonohed upon during the last four or 
five years, whether within or without 



the walls of the House of Lords, of 
which ho has not displayed a mastery, 
evincing not only considerable mental 
power, but tho most painstaking ap- 
plication.'' But the" following far 
eclipses the Standard- an^ coming as 
it does from a, well-informed London 
citizen, unbiassed, beyond being him- 
self a professed conservatiTe, and hav- 
ing the advantage of personal acqnain- 
tauoe with the'EarV'iB*entitled to 
fuller credence than the ex parte 
opinions and sentiments of tho politi- 
cal organs. The letter from which we 
luako tho extract, is dated London, 
July 14th, and says : " In Vancouver, 
tho first natural inquiry, 1 suppose you 
will makOj is, who is tho now Colonial 
Secretary ? and what sort of a man 
shall we find him ? To such a ques- 
tion I will try to give you an explicit 
answer .- Tho .Earl of Carnarvon has 
succoodod Mr Cardwell, and will bo 
found a decided improvement upon 
that moro machino of routine and red- 
tapism. This nobleman is not more 
than thirty years old, and was a first 
class man at Oxford somo eleven or 
twelve years ago. Ho is a business 
liko person, one who will think and 
act for himself, and obtain his infor- 
mation — not at second hand, but by 
personal labor and inquiry. In man- 
ner, ho is not dignified, has somewhat 
the ap))oaranco of a petit maitrc ; yet 
ho must not bojudgbd unfavorably on 
this account. Ono feature in his 
character is of great worth — lie is 
thoroughly honest, and independent, 
and, as I have the honor to know 
something of him in private life — 1 
made his acquainianco in a E. M. 
Lodge, ho being an earnest member of 
the craft, I cau spoak the more posi 
tively about him. Many a worse man 
might havo boon appointed. I do 
not know whore — as publio men 
now go — Lord Derby could have 
found a better Colonial Secretary."

Editors Colonist & CitnoNicLE : — A=su- 
miiiK your report of the interview between 
the (j'lv rrior and the so-called agricultural 
iu)mniittei; to bo coriecl, it i-: somewhat re- 
IroHhiiii; at this season of lieprossion, or, an 
soiiii) folk:) say, of oppression, to (ind the 
(ioviinior (lecliiring liinisolf in favor of a 
Iree-irudo policy, because tho opinions of the 
Governor have been supposed to lean towards 
a oontrary oae. Hud ne declared bimsalf 
earlier, the effect would hove been boneSci-. 
Ill ; but, it is never too late to mend. The 
iiTL'ijrurtsible Crown lands muss, may bt 
[liissuil over; allhough it is somewhat difli- 
ciilt 10 see how il hiippon.s that Governor 
Ivonnculy cannot do now that which his pre^ 
ili'i-cHJor did, viz. erect a Rvstem for the 
iiiiliz.ition of tho Crown Inndi — if he has the 
power to revoke a porliou of that system, 
surely he ought ctpially to havo the power to 
iinicod it whero faulty. However, the opin- 
i(m ofmany that tbo Crown lands are not open 
lu preemption under the old law or ordinance, 
is in a ^reat measure erroneous— tbey are 
open, and soma people av/ill themselves of the 
i;,)portunity of iicquiring for thomsolvos and 
liiinilies a homestead. Surely tlio (Juvarnnr 
is wiser than llio LB^isI live Assembly; his 
every word and iieticin show that ho hlinselt 
at least tliinlis so, wfien then should lio u.\- 
in'ci, iniioli less wish tbo Assembly " to 
.siii/;/est any bettor plan for dealing; with the 
Crown landn ol ttio Colony? He cannot 
m iUe an act— its suggoaticns would bo about 
as much attended to, as tbey have been in 
the celebrated or notorious " estimates." 
Tlio present land proolaimation act, the Gov- 
ernor considers a failure! It has certainly 
had some uood effeot, us shown by tho eeltlo- 
iiient o! Coniox, Cowiohan, Choinanin, Salt 
Spniii,', and oiher places. Would the Col- 
liny have been butter off without iliijao or 
ili.it iiiod proclamation act? Hut it is eon-- 
^illero■l It luiliire, because '' it allowed " a 
e.liins ol men to obtain land who iiuniediatoly 
•vaded its spirit and object, ood without 
evtir piiiiint; a plouj^h into itia ground, eut 
down and wondered why tboy did not bo- 
eoino rich, Very rich I Bat tboro is a 
i^reai deal of truth in it nevertheless ; but 
iiixler any land system the same will bu the 
eiiie. The Aot bowever makes bccuputwn 
eoiiipnl-i'jry, without wbiob the preeiiiplnr 
loiliiiis bis cliiiin, It tho Aet is eT*d(^d, then 
the tioviirnnient is as much to hlanie as any 
one elsi! — the ollicers of tho Land dapart- 
nii'iit hIijuIiI do HoiniilliiiiK more than 
sit ii|ion theii stools writin;^ letters 



tbera— tar them dnd they -aooQ will become 
rich— or moro probably leave Ihe country, of 

course tho latter is ttjubesl! Tbo country 
docs not want pepulalion ; so tlio people may 
as well look with u |ili'iisan' face upon the 
number ihut go to the United States ! Vaii- 
oouver Island lilto other places is merely to 
be a store of adults, wliosu reariiif; lias cost 
say §2000 per head, for the United States 
to draw upon— a very piolilublo transaction, 
for the Uniiod Slates. 

la it true that the industrious farmer 
vould i^t 'feel tbe tnz7 It may bo so with 
regard to those wbo have been sometime 
settled, and become prosperoQs ; ' but with 
regard to those who ore juat about and 
have but recently commenced, il la totally 
false. Let any one go among these poor 
men. and e.xainine for tbcmaelves their con- 
dition. Tliey will soon discover that they 
havo to scrape every cent they oi.n, in order 
to buy a pig or something of that kind. 
These are the men that liavo to bo fostered, 
but not by taxation. It is useless arguing, 
because somo men nro moro or less idle — 
thit therefore the industrioun should be op- 
pressed with taxes. Many of those so-eulled 
idlers arc oblif;ed to shoot or fiah to enable 
them to live until thoy shall have sufSoient 
upon their lands to enable Ibem to do with- 
out that compulsory amnsement. It says 
something at all events for. Vaoicoayer Island 
that mon oan mnDage to live by'shootiog or 
fishing. But are not tho load owners ta.\ed, 
evoii these poor tnuii. They most ns.suicdly 
ui'e, and are willinf; to pay. and do pay — but 
it is in labor for loeal purposes ? but does 
not tho country rceeive the benellt of looul 
improvement '.' Tho ylalule labor Act makes 
it compulsory upon all per.snns to perform 
six days labour upon ttie public road, and 
an extra two days labour of every hundred 
aores over and above oue hundred. This ia 
u(iual to obbat nine dollars per bead lor 
every settler — or, if be preenapts one hun- 
dred aores, equal to nine cents per acre ! 
they do pay tbeo tn labour} and what, is 
more, tho ipdustrious and poor farmer is 
wiUiiip; to (Jo so ; but money ho has not. 
Not only lire the residents tpxed in ihis 
m.iiiner, but. even tlio uoii-rc^iiluuts, the eo- 
e.illed s|)eeiilaiorri, pay exaetly the came, 
cither in labour, or by eojiipouiuliiii^ with 
money at the rale of irl 5U per diem. So 
timl in this respeet the land ownois are 
la.xid sullieieiitly hiyli, without any addition 
" to make ttiom work or sell " — or go away. 
For itia well known that many clui ma can- 
not be sold at any price. 118000 acres 
taxed at nino eoDif per acre for roads, is 
eeiuul to SU-,COO. The real estate tax is 
not o tax upou agricultural improvements, 
because the Aet expressly stales, that agri- 
cultural improvements are not to be la.ved, 
whieh means iliat the improved and unim- 
proved lands are to be taxed alike. Wtiether 
tbe estate tux would be better levied upon 
acroa;;o tbau upon value is anottier maaer, 
which need not bo outered upon now — there 
are many reasons against such a course. 
Now it appeals from tho Uoveruor'a state- 
menti that 118000 acres are held under tbe 
various land Acts of tbe Colony, for which 
(aores) do payment has been made, and of 
wbiob only 23000 acree wtre professedly oo 
cupicd. Thus in round numbers; about 100- 
000 were held without being used or im- 
proved in any way, yioldinc no revenue of 
any kind.

'I'lie Oowii lands exchequer is 
vary low, oiul it is said to bo doubtful 
whether his salary can bo paid thurofrom, 
but here ia abundance of corn in Egypt 
atiU ! The preemption Act makes it ncceea- 
ary for a settler to pay ono shilling per 
aero, within a year of preemption. If they 
have not done ao, why not evict them — u 
would be done in Ireland. Tbe Governor 
is the landlord! but there cannot be any 
eviolion, bccauso the Governor In reality 
says, Iheic lUOUOO preempted aores are not 
occupied ; it lollows iiiey arc open for other 
more '"industrious" or enterprising indi- 
viduals when they ciui be caught. Of 
course many who hold pieemptiou claims 
havo only a few acres euliivated, but the 
quunlity will increase annually. Uut will 
luu Governor say wby, many of tho claims 
included in tbe 100000 acres are not occu- 
piod f The faut is that many of these claims 
consist of wood land, and tho occupiers have 
bi 1 starved out — not able to hold on to 
make a living — any ono else may try ; but 
to tax lands that havo no claimantH, would 
bo about iquivalent to taxing tho moon; to 
sell them would bu trying tu dispose of notb 
ing. Try it Governor, and proclaim tho 
result ; but do not treat with contempt the 
poor roan, because he bas not hundreds ol 
ucrea cultivated ; have patience aod be will 
pay the whole with interest. That the far- 
mers do nut require protection bat good 
roads, is probably a sound opioion. Are 
ilietu any to bo made this year? But ad- 
raittim; the Colony not tu be in a position 
to make good roads this year ; how does 
the Governor oiler or afford " as groat f'acili- 
ly as podsiblu lor getting llioir produce to 
market." ft may here be remarked that 
tho word Governor nuisl often ineliide his 
oliieial advisers — the I'jxeeulive Couneil, but 
as u rule proLiably tho Governor is the Kk- 
ccutive Council. It is generally coosideied, 
and considered not without reason, that the 
steamboat to rou to the various selilemonts 
along the coast, was subsidized lor the pur- 
pose ofbeiug used as a road upon tlio waters 
until roads upon tho lands should be made, 
fill) '' UuogliiM " i.-i uiud by the Goveriiineiit 
instead ol sulisidi/.in;,' tiuy other steamer.

Ol what tine i-; it ihrowiii(» 
open lands to pre-emption ami throwing siieli 
diliicullles HI the w.i) f Is it any w/nider 
that many claims in the distant soltleniunts 
should be held withoiu being iitili/od ur im- 
proved. If thitJ boat la to be used instead of 
a road, lot the uhargos fur travel and freight 
be low, nay, it would probably be profitable 
tu tbo oouocry, ii the pus»iigo and freight of 
produce were Jrcc! If they wore so, how 
inaoy more people would avail theniiolvea of 
the opporlnnily of vi.--iting outlying settle 
nionls, and how niiuiy more iiii^tu be itidueed 
111 .--eltle / i'lio Uovi'riiiiient might lose a 
little, but the peopio and i1k; eomitry would 
gain. I'liis indeed allords .-i sirikiiig instance 
ol tlio I'ael, that the people anil the Govoru- 
luunt uru nut ono, but separate and difforenl 
bodies — tbo former always grasping for and 
orying out money, money, money.

The body of the 
falberwaa^BUbseqaontly recovered. His dia- 
traoledj heart-broken widow, recaived aueb 
a abock to her cecvous system that she baa 
become, wo are pained to heir, temporarily 
deranged. The late Tilt McMiokiug was an 
oflabia and intelligent gentleman, a fond 
husband and father, and a worthy citizenj his 
untimely death is lamented by tbo whole 
comii unity. He Waa a Oaoadian by birth, 
aged about 35 years, reaided last at Queens- 
town on tbo Niagara River, and was one of 
• the unlortunato violims of the overland route, 
but subsequently uccomplished the undortak- 
' ing, About lour ycai-s ago, he unsuccessfully 
contested the ri-prcsentatiou of Niagara 
county with Mr Simpson. Ho las a brother 
who is a Ti:legraph operator in British Oo- 
lumbia, and a brother-in..law residing at 
Gold Hill, Oalifornia. At the time of his 
death, he occupied the position of Deputy 
Sberiff and Clerk to the Municipal Oonncil 
at Now Westmioater. 

Man Shot at Oadbobo Bay.— Early yes- 
terday morning information was brought to 
the Police Barracks that a man had been 
shot at Cudboro Bay, and that he wag dying 
from ihuelLclsof the irjury. Supcrintcn* 
dent Haiikin, accouipauied by Dr Davie, jr., 
and on ollijer, proceeded to tbo looality 
.named, and lying on the beach, weltering in 
his blood, found an old man, named William 
Bogus, with a desperate wound in his leli 
shoulder, caused by a riflo-ball fired by an 
unseen and at present unknown loo. In com- , 
pany with Bogus was another old man, who 
stated that ho and the wounded man started 
from .Victoria on Sunday for Sao Juan Island 
—on which they belong — and ihiit tbey en- 
camped for the night on the beach ; that 
wbile aeated talking around ac;;mp-Bie, the 
report of a musket was heard, and Bogus felt 
a' bullet enter his shoulder. Bulb men 
acknowledge that they were tight when the 
firing occurred, and it is more thun probable 
that they had given some ollauce to an Indian 
during the day, who thus soug'it his revenge. 
Tbe ball waa found to have gone in at 
the aboulder, juat below the shoaldorsblade, 
and to have passed to the opposite side, 
where it is still lodged. The T.ouuded man 
was conveyed to the Hospital, where be at 
present lies in a critical aitaaiioa.
